PRIZES IN WAR. 1 



P.ize ia any pr> perty captured in 
virtue of the right* of war. A differ- 
ence exists »n prac'ice between war 
on laud and on the lea in respect to 
private property. At sea all tbe pro- 
perty of every citizens of a belligerent 
couulry ia liable to capture. 

The general rightf of a belligerent 
are to make captures by his public 
, aimed vsrels of war, to grant coinn.ii 
■ions to private |>ersnnii tor the same 
object, and to establish tribunals ot 
prise for the purpose of examining 
into all maritime captures, and ot 
judically deciding upon their validity. 
By the declaration of war all the cit- 
izens ot the belligerent countries re- 
spectively become enemies, and the 
citizens of one country may seize any 
preperty of tbe other that they may 
meet with at sea. Proper' y so seizeJ 
belongs to the sovereign of the coun- 
try, and not the captois, unless it is 
given to them aa an act ot graoe on 
the part ot their sovereign. For this 
reason, and also that the government 
of the country may have the power 
to limit aud control the operatiocs of 
tbe war, commissions are usually 
granted by the government to private 
persons, authorizing tbem to make 
■ toh captures, and after adjudication 
by a competent tiibunai they are en 
titled to the proceeds of the prizes 
thus takeo. It is obviously necessary

It is therefore the right and duty ot 
the government of a country, on the 
declaration of war, te establish tribu- 
nals of priz°; acd it ia then responsi- 
ble to all foreign nations for the cor- 
rectness of the decisions therein made. 
So far as the property in question is 
concerned, the sentence in the prize 
court is conclusive upon all the world 
It the sentence is one of condenma- 
uatiou, the title of the former owner 
is divested, and all nations are bound 
torjspect the new title acquired un- 
der it. But to give the decision of 
the court this effect, it must appear 
conclusively that the court bad juris- 
diction over tbe property in question. 

It sometimes occurs that circum- 
stances will not permit property cap- 
tured at sea to be sent into port. The 
eaptor in such a case may destroy it, 
or allow the master or owner to ran- 
som it. 

The property of a subject or an 
ally engaged in commerce with the 
enemy is liable to capture; and it 
makes no difference whether the trade 
be direct or indirect. The law ot na- 
tions permit* vessels to sail and chase 
under false eolora, but not to fire a 
gun or capture under them. It b 
b.-oonie an established principle of the 
Uw ot nations, that a nation which 
takes no part in war aha'l have the 
aame rights which it hsa in time of 
peace, except so fa; aa the exercise of 
these rights would materially inter- 
fere with the permanent right* of the 



t>ry, which for ibis and for other 
purposes extends a marine lesgue 
from the t>hnre, a neutral nation is 
supreme. No belligerent has a right 
to make a capture in her waters, or 
10 arm or equip his ships of war in 
her ports, and if either of these things 
is done the neutral is bound to redress 
tbe injury. A ship has no right to 
station itself in a neutral port and 
send out boats to make hostile seiz- 
ures. Tli" neutral nation may allow 
certain privileges to one of the belli- 
gerents, but only such as she ia will- 
ing to allow to the other. She can- 
not lend money to one belligerent, 
but if she is under a previous stipu- 
lation, made in time of peace, to fur- 
nish a given number of ships or troops 
to one of tbe belligerents, the con- 
tract may be complied with. 

All seizures at sea are made at the 
peril of the captors. -If, on being 
sent in, the vessel* and cargo are ac- 
quitted, the captors are responsible 
for all damages and costs, unless the 
capture was made with probable 
cause. 

The distribution of prize money, or 
of the proc<eds ot the sale of ships or 
goods adjudged by courts of admiral- 
ily to be good prise, is carefully re- 
gulated by statute* of the United 
States. The 10th aeotion of the act 
of June 30, 1864. provides as follows: 
"The net proceeds ot all property oon 
demned as prize shall, when the (.rise 
was of superior or of equal force to 
the vessel or vessels making the cap 
ture, ha decreed to the captors; and 
when of inferior force, one half shall 
be decreed to the United State* and 
the other half to the captors; provided 
that, in case of privateers and letters 
of marque, the whole shall be decreed

said fiftieth part to be deducted from 
the moiety due to the United States, 
if there be such moiety, otherwise 
from the amount awarded to the cap 
ton; provided that such fiftieth part 
■hall not be in addition to any share 
which may be due to the commander 
of the division, and which he may 
elect to rtceive as commander of a 
single ship making or agisting in the 
capture. 3 To the fl et captain, 
one hundriedth part of all prize mon 
ey awarded t > any vessel or vessel* 
of tbe fleet or squadron in which he 
is serving, axoept in case where the 
capture is made by the vessel on board 
of which he is serving at the time of 
such capture, and in such case he 
shall share in proportion to his pay 
with the other eficer* and men on 
board suoh vessel, aa is hereinafter 
provides).

It would appear from the burning and destruction of the three largest ves- 
sels of the Spanish fleet that Dewey deliberately selected the largest vessels, 
one after another, and (loured such a storm of heavy and light shells Into 
each that it put one after the other out of action in short -order. The first 
engagement lasted 40 minutes. The second engagement seems to have been 
Induced by the appearance of some Spanish war vessels that had been out 
cruising. The scene during the cannonading was terribly magnificent. The 
incessant roar of the heavey guns, with the sharper report of the qulck-flrlng 
weapons, combined to make an overpowering, hellish din.

All did 
well, sud nrl jcted credit upon tie 
tchool, and showed that Prof. Evans 
and his corps of most excellent teach- 
ers have been measuring up to the 
responsibility that resta upon them 
as guardians of this great and grow 
ing institution. T'aere has never been 
a moment when the people of Marion 
regretted the investment made in our 
graded school; aud when we behold 
the results as exemplified at the end of 
each term in these commencement 
exercises, we have reasons to congrat 
ulate ourselves upon the selection and 
retention of Prof. F^vans as principal 
of tbe school. His whole being ap

Kentucky 1 !! first state commercial 
convention, to lie lirWl in Lootevllta 
May 11 and 12, Is to b? a success. The 
movement in that direction has pro- 
gressed far enoiinh to assure those 
engineering It of that fact. 

It is to be a success because the 
lawyer, the farmer, the merchant, the 
manufacturer, the lumber dealer, the 
mine owner, the stockralser. the bank- 
er and the Journalist will all unite In 
one giand effort to push Kentucky and 
her untold resources to the front. It 
Is to be a success because business 
talks are to take the place of political 
speeches; because promotion antl de- 
velopment are to be discussed to the 
exclusion of less profitable things;
